COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 

While the Vienna and Berlin War 
offices announce merely a continua- 
tion of the fighting on the Transy!- 
vanian front between the Austro- 
German forces and the Rumanians, 
the Rumanian army headquarters 
reports that in the Alt River region 
the troops of King Ferdinand have 
occupied several positions held by 
the Teutonic allies. On all the other 
sectors of this front, according to 
Bucharest, attacks were repulsed by 
the Rumanians; except in the Burzen 
Valley, where the Rumanians were 
compelled to withdraw farther 
south. Hard fighting is going on 
from the west of Lutsk, through 
Galicia to the Carpathian Mountains.

— The 
commission appointed to inquire into 
the shooting of F. Sheehy Skeffing- 
ton during the rebellion in Ireland 
last spring has reported there was 
no good ground for complaint 
against the action of Lieut. Morris, 
who caused Skeffington to be de- 
tained and sent to the barracks. Sir 
John Simon is chairman of the com- 
mission, which describes the action 
of Capt. Bowen-Colthurst, who took 
Skeffington from the barracks into 
the street as a hostage, as “remark- 
able, almost meaningless.” 

None of the evidence offered, the 
commissiem reports, affected any 
justificaties ror the shooting of the 
boy Cogde. Concerning the execu- 
tion of Skeffington, the report says: 

“It is a delusion to suppose that 
the proclamation of martial law con- 
fers upon any officer any right to 
take human life in circumstances 
where this would not be justifiable 
without such proclamations and this 
delusion had tragic consequences in 
the present case.” 

The commission reported that it 
was satisfied that the seriousness of 
the irregularity committed by Capt. 
Bowen-Colthurst was not fully 
realized by those under whose com- 
mand he was supposed to be acting. 
Either because of the lateness of the 
hour or the strain of anxiety caused 
by events outside the barracks, Capt. 
Bowen-Colthurst was not repri- 
manded effectively and the civilians 
detained were not rendered more se- 
cure, with the result, the report says, 
that Bowen-Curthurst was at liberty 
next morning to override or disre- 
gard the office of the guard and deal 
with civilian prisoners as he pleased. 

The commission found also that 
Capt. Bowen-Colthurst added to the 
documents found on Skeffington’s 
body in an endeavor to excuse his 
action, a document entitled “Secret 
Orders to the Military,” which, the 
commission found, was a forgery 
from beginning to end.

PRICES ARE LOW. 

Tt was stated that an offer of the 
huge hatch of contracts was made 
by eastern men. Foreigners offer 
much more than capitalists of this 
country for the building of ships, 
and both offer a tonnage price far 
in excess of the governmental ap- 
propriations for the construction of 
naval vessels on this coast. 

An official of the plant said today: 

“The criticism coming from 
Southern California interests that 
our refusal of merchantmen con- 
tracts may impair the interests of 
the Pacific Coast fruit, lumber and 
other interests, is unjust and can- 
not be shared in by anyone who 
knows the real situation. It is true 
that merchant contracts have been 
declined, but there is no discrimi- 
nation against private interests on 
the Pacific Coast. 

“The company just declined to en- 
tertain contracts for six merchant 
vessels for over five millions of dol- 
lars. However. in response fo a Fo- 
ernmental inquiry, made some 


being prepared, the company com- 
mitted itself to giving the govern- 
ment first call upon all the facit 
ties we have. 

BIDS SOON OPEN. 

“During October and November 
the Navy Department will open bids 
for more than one hundred million 
dollars’ worth of naval vessels.

TELEGRAM from Brig.- 

Gen. Robert Wankow-

This ambulance company, the 
first detachment of the California 
troops that have been doing duty 
on the border, to reach Los Ange- 
les, arrived at 2 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Their train was switched 
to Exposition Park and camp was 
pitched at 8 o'clock. 

The company is composed of four 
officers: Capt. C. H. Bulson; Capt. 
C. E. Lewis, acting quartermaster; 
Lieut. Charles E. Friedman, adju- 
tant; Lieut. R. K. Barry, and seven- 
ty-two men. This is the only ambu- 
lance company west of the Rocky 
Mountains and was mustered into 
the United States war service with 
full war strength and did not lose 
a man on re-examination. The com- 
pany has maintained a high stand- 
ard of efficiency and but one man 
has been confined to the hospital 
with a serious sickness. This man, 
according to Capt. Bulson, was too 
zealous in studying mule character 
and was kicked by one of them. 
The company carries a full equip- 
ment, which consists of sixty-four 
mules, eighteen saddle horses, fif- 
teen ambulances and three escort 
wagons. It will require two weeks 
to fully che¢k up the company's be- 
longings, balance the books, pay and 
muster out th men and report 

to the State Adjutant-General’s of- 
fice. —

Only on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays must they “let 
their victuals stop their mouths.” On Sat- 
urday, afternoons from 3 to 6 they have 
freedom of the yard for ball games and can 
talk all they wish to, and when at work 
they are allowed to talk as necessary. They 
are also allowed to talk at the night school, 
which is held three evenings in the week, 
and at the Chautauqua meetings every two 
weeks. Every Wednesday evening in the 
auditorium there is a motion-picture show 
and a concert by the orchestra. 

The State prison of Minnesota ts less of 
a penal than it is an industrial institution, 
and as a business enterprise it pays. Each 
man knows his work and it goes even 
more smoothly than in any . There 
is no Gompers representative in waiting to 
snatch a percentage from the wages of the 
worker or to order him to drop his tools 
when refused a closed shop, and the worker 
can neither picket nor boycott the State 
of Minnesota. 

Last year there were made in the Stm. 
water prison 3812 binders, 4799 mowers, 
3021 sulky rakes, 3263 tongue trucks and 
1252 transport trucks, from pig iron and 
rough lumber to the finished product. 

_ Twenty-three million pounds of twine 
were made and sold at the prison during 
the year ending July 3%, 1916. To make | 
this twine the prison authorities bought 
manila fiber from the Philippines, sisal from 
Yucatan and hemp fiber from New Zealand. 
To meet the demands of the Minnesota 
farmers for twine it was necessary at one 


man. He has kept forty-eight 
traveling men in the field boosting prison 
products. The sales of prison products for 
the fiscal year aggregated $2,750,000. The 
prison books show for two years a net 
profit of $270,000, after deducting deprecia- 
tion, paying wages to working inmates, con- 
tributing out of profits a considerable sum 
to the support of dependent families of pris- 
oners and swelling the working capital re- 
volving fund.” 

The Minnesota prison is the only one in 
the country that is absolutely self-support- 
ing, while the California State prisons hold 
the record for stripping the State treasury 
of vast sums to fill the pockets of members 
of the plunderbund. 


OS ANGELES COUNTY'S MILLION. 

The phenomenal, growth of Los Ange 
les and the Southland has been the subject 
of wide comment for many years. The con- 
temporary press has written much about 
it, some in a congratulatory tone, While 
others, jealous of our progress, have charged 
inflation of figures. To those who have 
taken the pains to get at the truth the 
proof has been most convincing. They have 
found that the estimates’ of population have 
been conservative, and that Los Angeles 
will be a city of almost 1,000,000 people in 
1920 is not believed by statisticians to be 
rash prediction. 

The Great Register of Los Angeles coun- 
ty, containing the names of electors eligible 
to vote at the November election, has a 
total of more than 362,000 signatures—e 
most remarkable registration. In Los An- 
geles city the registration is approxt- 
mately 230,000. Assuming, as census stat- 
isticilans do, that the registration repre 
sents one-third of the population, the city 
now has nearly 790,000 people within her 
boundaries and the county more than 1,000,- 
000. With indications of increased pros 
perity through the election of a Republican 
President and a return of protective-tariff 
principles, there is no telling how rapidly 
this community will grow in the next four 


years.

This, however, is not nearly 
so important to Los Angeles as its wondrous 
material growth. Soon this is to be reck- 
oned as one of the leading cities of the 
United States and of the world.

In the past there bas been reasons 
why the opposition groups did not 
vote at the elections. They knew 
their votes would not be counted in 
full When Zelaya was dictator he 
sometimes complained at the lack 
of interest shown in the election of 
President and members of the Na- 
tional Assembly. Gen. Zelaya had 
a sense of humor, and his humor 
sometimes took this form. He himself 
when out of power had not depended 
on the verdict at the polls to get 
him back, but bad started revolu- 
tions which usually were successful. 

In the recent election in Nicara- 


go to the polls. The Diaz adminis 
tration had its candidate, and he 
would have received the full vote of 
the administration forces. But un- 
der the oversight which the United 
States was exercising it was likely 
that only the vote actually cast for 
the administration candidate would 
be counted. Consequently, he with- 
drew.

ence of Washington made it possible 
for Dr. Irias to return to Nicaragua 
and become a candidate for Prest- 
dent, he withdrew a week before 
election as an alleged protest against 
the interference of the United States. 
If his supporters had been sufficient- 
ly numerous to give him a plurality 
there was no ground for assuming 
that the United States would object 
to the choice, although Washington 
might not relish the revival of the 
Zelayaistas. But Washington, with 
the martnes at Managua, could have 
accommodated itself to such a re 
sult. 

However, both the Diaz adminis- 
tration and the Zelaya opposition 
candidate having chosen to with- 
draw, there was no one elge for 
whom the electors could cast their 
votes except Gen. Chamorro, and a 
reasonable number of them seemed 
to have done it. The opposition will 
still be able to oppose the Chamorro 
administration, but it is to be re 
gretted that they will do this under 
the pretense that they had no chance 
to put someone else in as President. 

The practice of refraining from 
voting is inherited from Spain. 
There it has not been unusual for the 
leaders of important political groups 
to advise their followers to abstain 
from voting, on the ground that the 
government was bound to win, any- 
how. Usually, the government did 
win, but there were occasions when 
it was upset at the polls because the 
opposition was so strong that a rev- 
olution was certain to follow if the 
will of the electorate was defeated. 

In Spain the “retromiento,” as 
they call it, was not frequent. Like 
some other things Spanish, which 
the Spanish-American countries in- 
herited from the mother country, 
the practice was carried to the ex- 
treme by them. It became a habit. 
It is this habit. which the United 
States must overcome in carrying 
out a policy which is intended to de- 
velop popular government in the 
backward Latin-American countries. 
Inevitably, it will itself form the 
habit of assuming greater respon- 
sibility for Latin-American political 
institutions.

HUNTERS RETURN WITH FULL BAGS AND DECLARE 
|__ PRESENT DUCK SEASON BEST EVER ENJOYED HERE.

N A steamy fog of density varying 
from thin mist to peasoup con- 
sistency that brought “low visibil- 

ity” to the aid of a million be- 

deviled ducks, the greatest shooting 
season that Southern California ever 
has seen opened Sunday morning 


with clubs crowded. 
Men in khaki, apparently loaded 
down with ammunition, were jump- 
ing up and firing in volleys at the 
clouds of birds which sped full-tilt 
in every direction. One returning 
shot who knocked over his limit 
aptly compared it to a moving-pic- 
ture battle. Those who could hit 
the fast-fiying sprigs, teal, spoonies 
and widgeon had no trouble in 
getting their rations for the next 
several days, although battles over 
deceased ducks whose demise might 
have been ascribed to “accidental 
death“ were momentarily contribut- 
ing to the entertainment of non- 
combatants. One man was reported 
to have lost a hand. 
Deputies. 
Deputies from the Fish and Game 
Commission, patroling the roads and 
clabs for violations, reported 200 
guns in 300 yards of road; Deputy 
Robinson accosted 500 hunters and 
thought the half of them escaped 
him. Great as the opening shoot al- 
ways has been, this year it fell upon 
every man’s holiday, and the good 
roads were taken full advantage of 
until the wonder was that anyone got 
any shooting at all, instead of the 
general limits reported by every man 
who can hit fast-flying ducks. The 
better clubs such as the Blue Wing, 
Westminster, Bolsa Chica, Chico, 
Sunset, all turned in limits before 
sunup, the best shot finishing in f.f- 
teen minutes. 
As was predicted, limits were the 
rule, notwithstanding the great num- 
ber of birds that left the country, 
and already the ducks show the ef- 
fect of the rain which sprouted all 
grain and weed seeds on the fields, 
but the Sunday birds were fat enough 
for any use. They will deteriorate 
rapidly from now on, and the best 
ducks henceforth will be the freshly- 
arrived northern birds next month.

I am the wife of a Calistoga vine- 
vardist and am thoroughly con- 
versant with the technical side of 
grape growing. Consequently I was 
amazed when I listened to the mass 
of anisinformation which the rev- 
erend doctor read from a manuscript 
based on fact which I am sure 
he never attempted to verify. 

For example, he told his auditors 
that the wine grape growers could 
graft their grapes into table and 
raisin grape varieties “by inserting 
the graft six inches 
ground, packing the earth closely 
around, leaving two buds above the 
ground.” 

This is so absurd that I trust you 
will do me the courtesy to print my 
communication, as I want the fair- 
minded voters of California to know 
that the Rev. Dr. Locke's suggestion 
simply cannot be followed by our 
vineyardists. 

In the first place, all of our wine 
gTrapes—covering about 15,000 acres 
—Iin Napa 

. The phylloxera, a plant 
louse that works at.the roots of the 
vines, destroyed all the vineyards in 
Napa county and they have been 
re on resistant roots, main- 
ly St.George and 3309, which are 
not attacked by this destructive pest. 

Now, if the vineyardist attempts to 
regraft, he will have either to go 
deep in the ground, well below the 
point of union of the previous graft, 
in which case the Zinfandel or other 
graft will push out roots that will 
be killed by phylloxera, thus causing 
the vine to perish; or if grafted 
above the ground, four or five inches, 
only a small percentage of the 
grafts would grow. The grafting 
proposition on such vines five years 
old or more is a practical impossibil- 
ity, and every vineyardist knows it. 
It looks easy to an orator on the 
platform; it is impossible to a vine- 
Jardin working among the vines. 

But supposing we could graft our 
Vines over into raisin and table 
grapes. The foggy climate in Napa 


the table grapes to get the neceés- 
sary sugar, and equally impossible to 
cure them for raisins. It takes a 
hot climate where there is no dew to 
cure the raisins properly. 

Another point which Dr. Locke 
made was that “if you take all the 


State and put them in one place, 
they would only occupy one-half of 
the small county of “Napa.” 

What an argument! 

According to a distinterested and 
authoritative source, Wickson’s Call- 
fornia Fruits, sixth edition, page 57, 
we note that the orange acreage in 
1910 was only one-third of that of 
the vineyard acreage, and only 62 
per cent. of wine-grape acreage. The 
area of wine grapes—170,000 acres— 
is twice that of prunes, five times 
the walnuts, nine times the lemons, 
and eleven times the almonds. If 
our wine grape vineyards would oc- 
cupy only a small part of Napa 
county, think how much smaller an 
area all the orange, the prune, the 
walnut, the lemon and the almond 
trees would occupy in the little coun- 
ty of Napa, and yet we are proud 
of all of these industries and would 
not like to see any of them destroyed. 

Every prohibitionist in the State 
who votes for the proposed amend- 
ments is making a solemn declara- 
tion that wine is not bad, for he ex- 
preasly reserves it for use in the most 
sacred—the most solemn rite of the 
church, the celebration of the Holy 
Communion. The commemoration 
of that Last Supper of the greatest, 
the purest, the holiest being who 
ever lived and who blessed and 
drank the wine—even such wine as 
we make in Napa county—O, yes— 
it’s good, all right. 

Then why are we called upon to 
make this sacrifice? As nearly as I 
am able to make out from the in- 
coherent utterances of all the paid 
prohibition speakers and writers, 
they are of the opinion that certain 
portions of our State have in their 
midst social derelicts that such com- 
munities are unable or afraid to
